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Palm and Conifer Seeds. 


PALM SEEDS are imported direct from Australia, New Zealand, South and 
Central America, Africa, Asia and Europe. 


Fresh seeds arrive all the year round, mainly in spring and summer, and should 
be sown as soon as possible after arrival, as Palm Seeds generally, with but few excep- 
tions, lose their germinating power very soon or start into germination when favored 
by moisture and moderate temperature. As a rule, small seeded varieties froma 
tropical climate spoil very quickly, while large seeded ones keep a year, hard shelled 
Cocos two years and Washingtonias even five years in good condition.

When sowing Palm Seeds care should be taken to keep them in an evenly warm 
and moist temperature, a loose soil mixed with fine moss or sawdust is of great advan- 
tage. Some varieties germinate very quickly while others require several months. 


As we do not keep any Palm Seeds on hand except in their season, it is advisable 
for our customers to place their orders for seeds as early as possible to enable us to 
ship the seeds directly after arrival and no time will be lost in correspondence. 


CONIFER SEEDS have been added this year as a specialty to our business, and as 
we have been able to secure seeds from the most reliable collectors and dealers here and 
abroad, we are in a position to offer a line of very choice and fresh goods. 


A. trial of sowing Conifer Seeds, we are satisfied, would convince our patrons that 
considerable money would be saved by growing the plants from seed, instead of buying 
the plants from Europe. 

The best time for sowing Conifer Seed is the early spring, as soon as the ground 
can be worked, in fine sandy loam. A shady position and moderate moisture will favor 
the conditions of germination. 

As great care must be taken to keep Conifer Seed, we will not send out any orders 
before the latter part of February, which will insure our patrons to get the seeds in best 
condition and we would be pleased to receive orders as soon as possible.
